Silver Reef

There are many ghost towns in the Old West, and some, 
such as Bodie, have been widely publicized, but there is one 
ghost town not too far away that I have never seen mentioned. 
It is called Silver Reef, and is only a few hours drive north in 
1-15. Long before the freeway was built my wife and I spent 
a delightful afternoon in a most historic place. I came home 
and wrote the following piece, and it has been buried in my 
files for more than 30 years. I hope my readers will enjoy the 
following story... 

Silver Reef is located near Highway 91, just a short drive 
north of St. George, Utah. To the west of the highway about 
a mile are the remains of a once thriving mining center, now 
drowsing in the sun and all but forgotten by the present gen¬ 
eration. Founded around 1870, it was noted for its unique 
combination of uranium and silver in sandstone. For 10 years 
it was a rip-roaring, wide open, rich and boisterous camp, and 
then the mines failed. In 1880 the great days were over, and 
since then the mines have been worked only sporadically, and 
usually by two or three men. 

Now it is a pile of ruins, with only the Wells Fargo Build¬ 
ing intact. It in itself is a gem, and it has been the pleasure of 
Mrs. Martin and me to be shown around by the caretaker, to 
enter the old stone strongroom where the bullion was kept and 
to hold in our hands the very key once used in the massive lock. 
The building itself is a wonderful example of hand-cut stone, 
and the lines are as true and square as they were 90 years ago. 

The rest of the town consists of a few stone walls and many 
stone foundations, all of native material. All lumber has long 
since been taken away, so there are no roofs. Where once there 
were busy streets, there are now rocks, sagebrush and the in¬ 
evitable tourist trash. Where once stood the famous 
Whitehorse Saloon, as portrayed in the novel, “Papa Married 
a Mormon,” now only a pile of rocks criss-crossed by barbed 
wire, give mute testimony that once upon a time this was a 
center of life and work for many people. In front of the Wells 
Fargo Building is a huge flat slab of sandstone, used as a step¬ 
ping stone for the passengers of the stagecoach. Legend has 
it that on this stone platform, Lola Montez once danced for 
the edification of the onlookers. 

Back against the red mountains, two or three hundred yards 
away, are the remnants of some of the old mines, with por¬ 
tions of the shafts and machinery still there. Where once the 
whole area resounded to the thump of the mills and the screech 
of the hoists, now all is silence. It is hard to stand at the edge 
of the cliffs, look at the scenes of desolation and realize that 
all this was in its glory so many years ago. 

Across the valley is the cemetery, a monument to the men 
and women resting there, and also to the greed and indiffer¬ 
ence of the present generation. Cattle now graze in the space 
once allotted to the dead. At one time there were approxi¬ 
mately 200 Chinese buried nearby, but many years ago a 
Chinese from San Francisco had the remains of his country¬ 
men taken back to China. 

For a person who has a sentimental feelings for scenes such 
as presented by Silver Reef, and I am one, such a place can 
be of fascinating interest. II one is really in a frame of mind 
to absorb the atmosphere of the place, then all he needs to do 
is sit down on the stone slab in front of the Wells Fargo Build¬ 
ing, close his eyes and listen. It takes very little imagination 
to blot out the sagebrush, the “bobwire” and the tourist filth. 
If he will listen closely, he will hear the break of leather har¬ 
ness, the tinkle of glasses, the sound of laughter and the rustle 
of slippered feed in time with the battered piano. And back 
of the town and overall will be the rhythmic thump of the stamp 
mills as they pound the ore. Ghostly figures and ghostly talk 
will surround him. 

But the illusion will pass. You open your eyes and all is 
silent and deserted. In the back will be the flaming red cliffs 
from which so much wealth was extracted. In front the desert 
slopes away to the green Virgin River Valley, and to your left 
are the towering ramparts of Zion National Park, and overall 
is the incredible blue of the Utah sky. Once again there will 
be only the hot sunshine, the rattle of the wind in the sagebrush 
and the soft talk of Quail Creek, whose crystal waters flow 
through the town just as they did three generations ago. You 
leave with a feeling of awe, sadness and pride, all compounded 
with a pang of regret that these things must inevitably pass, 
for one who wants to touch and savor a remnant of the past, 
then by all means visit Silver Reef. It is well worth the trip, 
and of course, some day will disappear forever.

Western WasteTruck Killed My Dog 

Dear Editor, 

I have lived in Sierra Madre for nearly 10 years. I am an 
Arcadia High School graduate and Sierra Madre has been a 
peaceful community for my dwelling until yesterday when the 
Western Waste Refuse truck drove over my dog, “Eclipse,” 
and killed him. 

Eclipse is a 90 pound Bull MastifFRhodesian Ridgeback 
mix. He is well known in the community as the dog that goes 
to school. We live next door to the Sierra Madre Elementary 
School and we play Frisbee daily in the ball field early in the 
morning before classes begin and again in the evenings after 
sessions are complete. On occasion he has wondered into the 
classrooms and once he landed in the Principal’s Office. He 
is a regal boy, strong and swift, playful and sweet. He has 
many dog and people friends that come by and pick up to play 
in the field. He is loved by many and will be missed by all 
who encountered his spirit. 

The reason I am sharing this story with you is that in spite 
of his good nature and friendly personality, the Western Waste 
Truck operators had been tormenting him during their weekly 
stops. Eclipse became agitated by the mere sound of their 
truck whether he was in the house or outside on his runner. I 
had called the supervisor to file a complaint about his employ¬ 
ees teasing the restrained dog and expressed my concern with 
their behavior. No action was taken. 

Then yesterday, while sitting on our front porch, the gar¬ 
bage truck came “speeding" down West Highland Avenue. 
Eclipse woke from his nap at my feet and ran barking toward 
the truck. The truck did not stop in spite of my screaming and 
arm waving. Eclipse slipped and skidded off the curb and the 
truck rolled over his head and crushed him to death.

God he died instantly. The truck did not stop even though I 
continued to run down the street after it screaming, “STOP.” 

Our tax dollars support the refuse removal contract with 
Western Waste. I feel as representatives of our city they must 
act responsibly and professionally. Speeding is against the 
law, especially in a school zone at 3:00 PM. Hit and run is 
also a violation of the law. When I called Jesse, the supervi¬ 
sor in charge of the route operators, he said, “I will look into 
this but my schedule is very busy tomorrow. I am very sorry 
this happened but I just don’t know what I can really do about 
it.” 

I find this answer unacceptable. Financial responsibility 
for the hospital fees and burial may have been a courteous 
beginning. Taking responsibility for his employees’ behav¬ 
ior by stating that he will investigate the matter and identify 
the driver responsible and properly reprimand his unaccept¬ 
able behavior is the action I support from leadership and 
management figures.

make a decision until the or¬ 
dinance is passed. The ordi¬ 
nance is expected to pass 
some time after June. 

The council was presented 
with selection criteria of the 
Mills Act. This act was set up 
to assist those whose homes 
are designated as a historical 
landmark. These criteria in¬ 
clude an extensive interview¬ 
ing session with the property 
owner to determine their in¬ 
tentions and the value of re¬ 
ceiving this benefit. Sec¬ 
ondly, the property owner 
would be required to submit 
an annual report specifying 
any changes made to the 
property and other items un¬ 
der the contract. This process 
would save time for city in¬ 
spection and the'Cultural 
Heritage Commission. 

The third item will serve 
as a reminder to those persons 
under the Mills Act agree¬ 
ment. If there is destruction 
of historic features that are 
oeyond a certain amount of 
repair, the contract will be 
ended. It will be the property 
owner’s responsibility to 
maintain the property as well 
as keep it in reasonable con¬ 
dition. 

The City Council ap¬ 
proved the items as a proce¬ 
dure rather than criteria set 
for Mills Act applicants. 
There is currently only one 
requirement for those who 
apply and that is that they 
must own a home that has 
been designated as a histori¬ 
cal site. The council felt that 
there should be more added to 
this. The selection criteria 
was sent back to the Cultural 
Heritage Commission for re¬ 
visions.

Question: Recently, the brake lights and 
rear turn signal lights in my mini-van 
stopped working. I replaced one bulb, but 
that didn't help. So I asked a mechanic to 
look for a short or wiring problems. He 
said only the bulbs needed to be replaced 
and replaced them. The lights work fine 
now. Could all the bulbs go out 
simultaneously or do you think there 
could be a wiring problem? The van has 
about 60,000 miles on it. 

Answer: If replacing the bulbs corrected the 
problem, it is unlikely that wiring is the problem. 
It could be that the bulbs did just bum out at or 
near the same lime due to age. A surge (or Spike) 
of electricity from an intermittent faulty voltage 
regulator or improper jump start could also cause 
this unusual problem. 

. Some other possibilities that can keep bulbs from 
working properly include: corroded or loose bulbs 
or socket connections, using the wrong type of bulb 
or damage to hut bulbs from water leaks caused 
by bad lens gaskets or a cracked lens.

T he Covina Valley 
Playhouse is cur¬ 
rently presenting To 
Kill a Mockingbird, the stage 
version of the Pulitzer Prize¬ 
winning novel by Harper 
Lee. The 1962 movie, which 
brought Gregory Peck an 
Oscar for his portrayal of 
Lincolnesque lawyer Atticus 
Finch, is still a classic. 

The story presents the 
world of Maycomb, a small 
Alabama town in 1935, as 
seen through the eyes of Jean 
Louise Finch, a tom-boyish 
young girl - eight or nine - 
commonly known as Scout. 
She and her older brother, 
Jeremy, are the children of an 
unconventional, free-think¬ 
ing lawyer, respected but not 
well understood by his neigh¬ 
bors. When he is appointed 
as public defender for Tom, a 
black man accused of attack¬ 
ing a white girl, he manages 


to make a good case for 
acquital. But the trial is only 
a part of the play. The 
rounded picture of the people 
of Maycomb gives each indi¬ 
vidual his or her due, most of 
them decent people some¬ 
what emabarrassed by their 
prejudices. Atticus’ gossipy 
neighbors, the mysterious re¬ 
cluse across the street, the 
duty-bound sheriff, the 
grubby farmer whose one 
pride is his skin-color, the 
lonely farm girl, each is a well 
constructed portrait and their 
relationships and actions pro¬ 
vide a fascinating drama for 
the clear-eyed and wondering 
children. The father who 
treats them with respect and 
honesty remains their hero, and 
from him they learn patience, 
tolerance and courage. These 
are the kind of characters that 
are meat to good actors.

Bromberg finds it interest¬ 
ing and hopeful that todays 
generation of actors were 
highly uncomfortable with 
some of the attitudes and lan¬ 
guage of 1935, until they ac¬ 
cepted the fact that it was au¬ 
thentic for the period. That 
there are places where it still 
exists should upset them more.

Hargett Brings 
Issue of Welfare 
Reform to Hie Table

Prior to the agenda of 
Welfare Reform moving to 
the Assembly floor. Assem¬ 
blyman Bob Margett held a 
round table discussion with 
members of the press in his 
field office on Friday, Apr. 19. 

“Republicans basically 
feel that the welfare system is 
broke,” stated Margett. 
“We’d like to get in and ‘fix’ 
the system.” 

He cited areas where the 
current welfare system cre¬ 
ates major problems, such as 
eroding the work ethic, creat¬ 
ing a destructive cycle of de¬ 
pendency among thousands 
of families, even leading to 
higher crime rates. 

A special task force has 
been formed to research the 
issue, said Margett, adding 
that each area’s needs are 
unique. “The 59th Assembly 
District cities are different 
than cities around Sacra¬ 
mento,” he noted. 

In the Republican pro¬ 
posal for welfare reform, a 
number of bills are proposed 
to address several different 
areas. To begin with, these 
bills intend to make systems 
more community-based, to be 
designed and controlled by 
the communities in which

welfare recipients live. “This 
‘one size fits all’ idea isn’t 
working,” Margett said. 

Additionally, they intend 
to make programs more fam¬ 
ily-friendly, addressing areas 
of family and child assis¬ 
tance, school attendance, and 
grants to single vs. married 
parents. 

Furthermore, these new 
welfare programs will be job- 
oriented. Several bills ad¬ 
dress the vast numbers of 
families who have made a 
“career” out of exploiting the 
welfare system. “Our pro¬ 
grams will remove barriers to 
working,” said Margett. He 
talked about Governor Pete 


Wilson’s plan, which in¬ 
cludes expanding work pro¬ 
grams. These “ready-to- 
work” programs utilize an 
individual’s skills. It will also 
benefit teen parents, the dis¬ 
abled and families with de¬ 
pendent children. 

One of the most significant 
areas of this program is that of 
fraud. Although the state has 
implemented an overpayment 
reimbursement recovery sys¬ 
tem, fraud remains a major 
problem. With proposed Re¬ 
publican reform, there will be 
a lifetime ban proposed via 
AB 2358 on anyone who 
commits welfare fraud in or¬ 
der to receive benefits. 

With AB 2375—a bill that 
Margett himself has pro¬ 
posed—counties would pro¬ 
hibit anyone convicted of 
drug offenses from receiving 
County General Assistance 
funds for a period of two to 
five years, to be determined 
by the judge at the time of 
sentencing. 

This group of bills were 
brought to the Assembly floor 
on Tuesday, Apr. 23. Bob 
Margett, in speaking for the 
Assembly Republican caucus 
and Governor Pete Wilson, 
hope to alleviate “welfare 
spending that is totally out of 
control.”

Public Hearings Begin on 
Arcadia's General Plan 


Public hearings on the 
Arcadia General Plan, a man¬ 
agement plan for the City’s 
“future as a stable, mature 
community,” will begin be¬ 
fore the Planning Commis¬ 
sion on Monday and Tues¬ 
day, April 29 and 30, 7 PM, 
at the Arcadia Community 
Center, located at the inter¬ 
section of Holly, Huntington 
and Campus. 

Objectives of the General 
Plan are to “define and pre¬ 
serve the specific attributes 
which comprise Arcadia’s 
identity as a ‘Community of 
Homes’ and which contribute 
to the high quality of life of its 
residents; accommodate a di¬ 
versity of residential housing 
types; employment opportu¬ 
nities; and commercial, recre¬ 
ational, educational, civic and 
cultural activities which pro¬ 


vide for the physical and so¬ 
cial well-being of existing 
and future residents; and en¬ 
sure an adequate municipal 
revenue stream which fur¬ 
nishes the City with the long¬ 
term ability to continue pro¬ 
viding a high level of services 
to its residents and businesses 
by promoting land uses 
which complement rather 
than compete with existing 
uses, and which generate 
greater municipal revenues to 
expend on the added cost of 
City services needed to sup¬ 
port them.” 

The role of the General 
Plan, according to State 
guidelines is to “... act as a 
‘constitution’ for develop¬ 
ment, the foundation upon 
which all land use decisions 
are to be based.” 

Because Arcadia has 


nearly reached its build out 
capacity, the General Plan 
establishes policies for land 
use transitions and addresses 
four areas which are currently 
undergoing transition or pos¬ 
sess opportunities for 
transitioning. These areas are 
a commercial/entertainment 
area at the Santa Anita Race 
Track and Santa Anita Fash¬ 
ion Park; downtown residen¬ 
tial district; mixed use area 
along Santa Clara Avenue 
and Huntington Drive; and 
industrial area along Lower 
Azusa Road.

“The ordinance would

elected City Council. The or¬ 
dinance also declares certain 
findings to support its pur¬ 
pose.” 

“We feel very confident 
that either the voters or the 
City will pass this ordi¬ 
nance,” said Ellison, reacting 
to the response of the people 
when asked to sign the peti¬ 
tions. 

Sayre urges citizens to at¬ 
tend the General Plan Meet¬ 
ings that will address the is¬ 
sue of the Entertainment Cen¬ 
ter, recently rescheduled for 
Apr. 29 and 30. “Come at 
6:30 p.m. to ensure a seat,” 
she said. The meetings will 
begin at 7 p.m. both evenings.

Winning 'Earth Day* Essays

One of the major envi¬ 
ronmental issues con¬ 
fronting citizens of L.A. 
County and Arcadia is the 
lack of landfill space. As 
people continue to pro¬ 
duce waste, local landfills 
are filling up and will 
soon reach their maxi¬ 
mum capacity. 

As many local land¬ 
fills reach their limit and 
are forced to close, we 
will have a difficult time 
finding new places to 
dump our garbage. Most 
people—not to blame 
them—have a NOT IN 
MY BACKYARD atti¬ 
tude, when it comes to 
building new landfills. 
After all, who would re¬ 
ally want a landfill, and 
all the stench, noise and 
traffic that comes with 
one, close to their home? 


Since many landfills are 
nearly full, and it’s unlikely 
that anybody will soon vol¬ 
unteer their neighborhood as 
the site of the next landfill, 
other alternatives must be 
considered. Some of the 
most feasible solutions are 
contained in three words, 
that are very familiar to 


many people by now, RE¬ 
DUCE, RECYCLE, REUSE. 

Reducing means to be an 
environmentally conscious 
consumer. Avoid buying 
products in large bulky pack¬ 
aging, instead opting for 
products with little or no 
packaging. It’s also important 
to look for, and buy products

made of post consumer re¬ 
cycled materials. While shop¬ 
ping, try to remember that 
cliche, good things come in 
small packages. 

Most of us are already fa¬ 
miliar with recycling. Recy¬ 
cling is taking something, an 
old aluminum can perhaps, 
and giving it to somebody to 
make a new product. Recy¬ 
cling should become a part of 
everybody’s life. Many cities, 
including Arcadia, have 
curbside recycling programs 
to make recycling easy for 
everybody. People who are a 
little more ambitious can 
even make money, by haul¬ 
ing their recyclable items to a 
recycling center. 

One form of recycling that 
many people are less familiar 
with is composting. 
Composting involves taking 
gardening clippings and bits 
of food scraps, and putting 
them in special bins. The end 
result is a rich mulch that can 
be used in gardening. An¬ 


other benefit of recycling is 
that is saves energy. Re¬ 
cycling just one alumi¬ 
num can saves enough 
energy to run a television 
for three hours. 

Reusing is also an im¬ 
portant way to reduce 
waste. It means taking 
something old, that’s al¬ 
ready been used once and 
using it again. One way to 
reuse something is to take 
grocery bags back to the 
store and have groceries 
packed in your old bags. 
Some items that are nor¬ 
mally thrown away may 
come in handy around the 
home. Coffee cans make 
great flower pots. 

If everybody reduced, 
recycled and reused, we 
could put a big dent in our 
trash problem. People who 
don’t do enough to reduce 
our trash problem may want 
to consider volunteering 
their neighborhood for the 
site of a new landfill.

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Now and in the Good Old Days

Campaigning is over. The elections are completed. 
Tuesday, Apr. 16 saw the reorganization of Arcadia’s 
City Council as one member departed, one was re-elected 
and a new member was seated. 

There were 7,630 ballots voted. The two winning 
council candidates received 3,149 and 2,303 votes respec¬ 
tively. The city clerk, running unopposed, received 5,404. 

Now, some interesting comparisons based on infor¬ 
mation printed in the Arcadia Tribune on Apr., 1973. The 
info was taken from the “minutes of the meetings” as 
written by the city’s board of trustees. The early minutes 
were neatly penned because the clerk did not have a type¬ 
writer until 1915. 

The city story begins: “Be it remembered that on the 
15th day of March, 1903, a petition praying for the in¬ 
corporation of a certain portion of the County of Los An¬ 
geles, State of California, therein particularly described 
under the name and style of City of Arcadia, having been 
signed by more than one half of the qualified electors of 
the said county residing within the limits of the proposed 
corporation...” 

The petition was granted and on July 27,1903 the elec¬ 
tion was held. The polls opened at 6 a.m. and stayed open 
until 5 p.m. Although only 35 votes were cast for the in¬ 
corporation of the city, there were zero “no” votes. 

There were five trustees elected. E.J. (Lucky) Baldwin 
received the highest number of votes, 38, and was named 
president of the board. Also elected were a clerk, a trea¬ 
surer and a marshal. 

The City of Arcadia was now in business. Twenty-six 
rules of order came next and President Baldwin appointed 
committees. Ordinance No. 1 was passed setting meetings 
for the first Monday of each month. Ordinance No. 7 des¬ 
ignated remunerations. The city clerk was to receive $ 15 
per month. 

Some of the “pay outs” on the early records are kind 
of interesting: $10 for horse feed, 82 cents for stamps, 
$1.50 for sharpening of plow points, $1.25 for hauling 
road plow from Lamanda Park, $24 for someone sawing 
12 cords of wood, $5 for rent of meeting hall. So much 
for finances then and now. 

A little about crime: when a city attorney came on 
board, a resolution was passed launching the fight for law 
and order: “Be it resolved, that the marshal and his deputy 
be instructed to arrest and bring before the Recorder’s 
Court in the City of Arcadia, all persons disturbing the 
peace or acting in a disorderly manner in the night time, 
or any person who may disturb the peace or quiet of any 
person within the City of Arcadia; arrest any person guilty 
of tumultuous conduct, quarrelling, fighting or who in the 
public streets of the City of Arcadia, fires any gun or 
pistol, or who uses vulgar or indecent language within 
the presence of women or children.”

Acid rain may be gener¬ 
ated in the atmosphere, but 
due to the high interactions 
between biotic and abiotic 
components in the environ¬ 
ment, the lithosphere, hydro¬ 
sphere and biosphere also 
greatly suffer from the ef¬ 
fects. Acid rain is also affect¬ 
ing our built environment, as 
many building and statues are 
gradually being worn away 
by the acid. 

If pollution continues to 
be emitted at such a high rate 
throughout the world, the fu¬ 
ture of our environment is at 
risk.

Let’s carry this a bit far¬ 
ther. It is important that you 
develop a family disaster 
plan. Discuss what could hap¬ 
pen with your family and de¬ 
velop earthquake-survival 
skills in your home. Follow¬ 
ing is a checklist so that you 
can prepare yourself and your 
family in an emergency. 

-Decide where and how 
your family will reunite, if 
separated, after the quake. 

—A good idea is to choose 
an out-of-state (or at least far 
enough away that they are not 
impacted by the quake) rela¬ 
tive or friend who family 
members can call after the 
quake to report their where¬ 
abouts and physical condition 
.—Know the safe spots in 
each room, and train each 
person in the family to stand 
in them. Remember- in the 
event of an earthquake, the 
safest places are under sturdy 
furniture such as tables,desks 
or other pieces which are not 
likely to collapse, and can 
withstand falling debris. If 
these are not available, stand 
under inside door frames or 
against an inside wall. 

-You must also recognize 
the danger spots, ie: win¬ 
dows, mirrors, hanging ob¬ 
jects and tall, unsecured fur¬ 
niture including highboys, 
china cabinets, etc. (a note: I 
used to have a co-worker who 
keeps a hard-hat under her 
desk, and when a shake oc- 
sierra madre little league curs she slaps it on her head

while ducking under her 
desk. She gets teased a lot, 
but it’s a great idea. No skull 
or brain damage for her!) 

-It’s almost obligatory 
(and a really good idea at any 
time) to learn first aid and 
basic cardiopulmonary resus¬ 
citation (CPR) from the 
American Red Cross or your 
local hospital or Red Cross 
center. Learning CPR may 
save a life! 

—Make, and keep in an 
easily reached place, a list of 
emergency telephone num¬ 
bers (and, if possible, acquire 
a telephone that does not re¬ 
quire regular telephone lines 
to transmit your call (cellular 
type). Remember telephone 
lines, if still intact, will be 
greatly impacted by con¬ 
cerned family members and 
friends calling in to make sure 
you’re OK). 

—Make sure the entire 
family knows where the gas, 
water and electricity shut-off 
valves/circuit breakers are 
and how to use them. But, 
don’t go turning off anything 
unless absolutely necessary, 
especially the gas valves. If 
you smell gas, and need to 
turn it off, don’t try to relight 
the pilot lights. Call the gas 
company to do that for you as 
they know how to do it safely. 

-Right now, check your 
chimneys, roofs, walls and 
foundations for any crack, in¬ 
stability or damage that might 
render them unsafe, and if you 
find a problem, get it corrected 
immediately-it may save your 
life. 

-Secure your water heater 
and any appliance which could 
move enough to rupture utility 
lines. There are many devices 
out there to do this. Appliances
